pOWDERLY'SREPLY TO WEBB’S STATEMENT

Tene Havre, Ind., Aug. 23.—[ Special.] — 

The fate of the Vanderbilt railroad system 
still hangs in the balance. There will be no 
decision this evening. Nothing definite will 
de reached till tomorrow and it is probable 
that it will not be given out until it has been 
put in shape by a committee which will delay 
i till evening. The Supreme Council 
of the Federation of Railway Employés has 
been in secret session allday with a prospect 
of ite meeting lasting till daylight tomorrow. 
The present status of the case is that the coun 
eil informally indorses Mr. Powderly and that 
the action of the strikers one and all, Knights 
Labor and brotherhood men, condemns 
Mr. Webb and is desirous of assisting the 
@rikers even to the extent of ordering a 
general tie-up of the Vanderbilt system, but 
cannot doso without clearly breaking the 
laws of the federation or stretching 
them so as to take cognizance of grievances 
which, according to a strict construction of 
the laws, are not before the Supreme Council 
atall. A committee is endeavoring to over- 
come this legal difficulty. The sentiment of 
the council is in favor of a systematic strike, 
but questions its advisability at the present 
time. 

Late at night Mr. Sargent, under instruc- 
tions from the Supreme Council, sent the fol- 
‘lowing dispatch: : 

T. V. Powderly, Grand Master Workman 
Knights of Labor, St. Cloud Hotel, New York 
City: Supreme Council has been in session all day, 
but no decision has yet been reached. We are 
now awaiting important advices. The council 
fully realizes your position and the position of 
yow order, and you may be assured that your in- 
terests will receive due consideration. You will 
be promptly advised of further devolopments. 

F. P. SARGENT, President. 

At 10 o’clock tonight the Supreme Council 
of the Federation of Railway Employés ad- 
journed as a body. The committee will prob- 
ably be in session all night. It consists of 
Eugene V. Debs, Grand Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the Firemen; S. E. Morrissey, Vice- 


Grand Master of the Trammen; and John 


Downey, Vice-Grand Master of the Switch- 
men, and was appointed for the purpose of 
sifting and putting into shape the mass of 
documents submitted by the four chiefs. 
This committee was in session all the evening 
end Mr. Sargent stated that no conelusion 
would be reached nor anything given out for 
Wiblication this evening. Mr. Debs, in an 
imterview given before the committee went 
into session, said: 

“The sympathy of the council is all with 
themen. There is no doubt on that point. 
Upon the advisability of a strike the senti- 
ment is not unanimous. There appears to be 
& division upon that point. It requires a 
unanimous vote to order a strike, that is all 
the four organizations represented in the 
federation must be in favorofit. The three 


members of each organization vote by 
themselves, and a majority de- 
cides their vote, so there can 


be four men voting in the negative, and 
still as consisting of organizations the council 
will be unanimous. Two men. from each or- 
ganization have to be in favor of a strike be- 
fore it can be ordered. It is also certain that 
the council is unanimous in condemning Mr. 
Webb. It is true that technically no grievance 
has been officially submitted to the council 
for adjustment. It is a question in our 
minds whether the cases are really before us 
for adjustment.

Those who are deep in the confidences of 
the governing powers of the Firemen’s Broth- 
erhood say tonight that judging from the de- 
velopments of the day it is absolutely certain 
that the federation will enter the fray. A 
final effort may be made, they say, to induce 
Mr. Webb to treat with the federation on 
the basis of the schedules of grievances, but it 
will be but a matter of form, as his action 
clearly indicates that he intends to follow 
along the course he has hewed out for himself 
and his corporation. At the same time the 
ultimate outcome must remain a matter of 
pure speculation until the official de- 
cision is given to the public. The 
members of. the Supreme Council have 
solemnly pledged themselves to maintain 
strict secrecy regarding their deliberations, 
the officials only being given.a discretionary 
power. It is admitted, however, that an ex- 
tremely bitter feeling towards Webb was 
manifested at the sessions today, and that 
both Chief Sargent and Sweeney are highly 
noensed regarding what they consider as his 
supercilious conduct. Delegate Hanahan of 
the Firemen’s Brotherhood voiced this senti- 
ment tonight when he said: 

Webb and Vanderbilt are only carrying 
out the public be damned policy. If General 
Manager Toucey had had his way there would 
never have been any strike.“ 

It isgiven out officially tonight that strike 
or no strike the National conventions of the 
firemen, conductors, and trainmen, which 
have been announced for next month 
at San Francisco, Los Angeles, and 
Toledo, respectively, must take place. 
Under the constitution of each order a post- 
ponement can only take effect upon an affirm- 
ative vote of a majority of the lodges, and it 
is now too late to put this machinery into op- 
eration. 

At 10:30 the Supreme Council adjourned un- 
til Monday morning. 

The subcommittee will be in session 
throughout Sunday. The advices referred to 
in Sargent’s letter to Powderly are the bills of 
grievances upon which the council w re- 
quired to uct. 


MEETING OF THE GRAND COUNCIL, 


The Day Taken Up in Listening to the Re- 
port of President Sargent. 

Terre Havurs, Ind., Aug. 23.—[Special. j— 
The laws of the Federation of Railway Em- 
ployés provide that in case of a special session 
ofthe Supreme Council to inquire into a 
grievance the meeting shall be held as near 
ag practicable to the seat of trouble. The fact 
that the present meeting was called at Terre 
Haute instead of somewhere in the State of 
New York has been taken by the railroad offi- 
cials to indicate that the intention of the coun- 
cil was not hostile to the New York Central. 
From this source, however, they had no cause 
to draw any consolation. It was noted today 
by George Harper, the attorney of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, that the 
reason why Terre Haute was selected was only 
that Secretary Debs had to remain here and 
superintend the preparation forthe conven- 
tion of the firemen, which meets at San Fran- 
cisco Sept. 8. Mr. Debs declared that it was 
impossible for him to leave home at present, 
and so the mountain had to come to Mo- 
hammed. 

Those who attended the meeting were F. P. 
Sargent, President of the Supreme Council of 
the United Order of Railway Employés, and 
Grand Master of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen; John J. Hannahan, Vice- 
Grand Master, and Eugene V. Debs, Grand 
Secretary and Treasurer of the same organi- 
zation ; George W. Howard, Vice-President of 
the Council and Grand Chief of the Brother- 
hood of Railway Conductors ; George Lovejoy, 
Assistant Grand Chief, and J. J. Nelson, rep- 
resenting the Grand Secretary of the same 
order; S. E. Wilkinson, Grand Master of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen; P. H. 
Morrissen, Vice-Grand Master, and William 
Sheehan, Secretary and Treasurer of the same 
order; F. Sweeney, Grand Master, John Dow- 
ney, Vice-Grand Master, and John A. Hall, 
Grand Organizer of the Switchmen’s Mutual 
Aid Association. 

The Supreme Council was late in convening. 
It was shortly after 10 o’clock when they met 
in Room 65 of the Terre Haute House. There 
they remained in session all day. They had 
their meals brought into the room and never 
stirred except to tell a few callers that they 
would not be through fill evening. Mr. Sar- 
gent stated beforehand that a statement to 
the public would be prepared, but nothing 
could be made public until after the session. 
The meeting began by a lengthy report upon 
the situation by Mr. Sargent, which had not 
been finished when dinner was brought in. 
Before the session began Mr. Sargent was 
asked what he thought of Mr. Webb’s-asser- 
tion that the firemen would not strike even if 
ordered to by their organization. 
“They'll go out,“ said Mr. Sargent confi- 
dently. 
But Mr. Webb is positive and seems to 
known where he gets his information?” 
That may be so.”’ 
„He says he knows all that has been done 
at the meetings of the firemen?” 
J Suppose he does.“ 
And he asserts they will not obey an order 
to go out?” 
* They'll go out all right.“ 
More than that Mr. Sargent would not say. 
In the Council-Room. 
The course of the session was not regulated 
strictly by parliamentary rules. After Mr. 
Sargent had finished his report the other 
chiefs of the various organizations, Messrs. 
Sweeney, Wilkinson, and Howard, made sup- 
plementary reports, adding but little to what 
Mr. Sargent had said, but reinforcing his sen- 
timents on the matter. As the reports were 
made the members of the council would 
interpose questions to elucidate the matters 
being presented. No formal discussion was 
commenced, nor were the merits of the cases 
enlarged upon, but the talk was directed to- 
ward a more perfect understanding of the 
facts. No new facts were developed, but the 
old stories of the discharge and strike of men 
and the circumstances of the strike of 
the Mutual Aid switchmen at Buffalo 
were gone over. The result was, however, 
that from the questions asked, it being clear 
that the members of the council were all of 
one mind on the question of the justice of the 
complaints of the men, if a vote had been 
taken on the question whether Mr. Powderly’s 
stand was justified and whether the men 
should be supported as a matter of justice 
alone it would have been unanimous in the 
affirmative. A vote in condemnation of Mr. 
Webb's course of action would have been 
equally emphatic. 
When the meeting adjourned for supper it 
can be positively stated the question of strik- 
ing had not been brought up. In a certain 
way it entered naturally into the entire dis- 
cussion, being present in the minds of all the 
members continually, but no vote was taken 
nor any debate had distinctly on that point. 
The difficulty consists in this: While the 
council is heart and soul in sympathy with the 
strikers and would unquestionably like to 
help them to the full extent of its great power, 
there are legal obstacles which render such 
assistance impossible without a direct viola- 
tion or at least a transparent evasion of the 
constitution of the federation. The laws of the 
federation are explicit on this point. The fol- 
lowing are the sections applicable to the cases:

WANT WASHINGTON PARK 


THE COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION WILL 
PROBABLY BE SEEN THERE. 


South Side Commissioners Loath to Yield 
Unless Under National Pressure—The 
Site with Midway Plaisance and Wash- 
ington Driving Park Will Give 571 
Acres—Paliman Denies a Rumor—The 


A Sanitary Committee, 


The South Park Commissioners have made 
additional concessions to the World’s Fair 
Directors on the question of a site. They are 
prepared to make still further concessions if 
it is actually necessary to do so in order to 
satisfy the National Commissioners and the 
directors. The action taken at the South 
Park Board meeting yesterday makes it pos- 
sible for the directors to locate the whole 


way Plaisance. It makes it possible 
fore them to do so at moderate 
expense, too. In addition to the unimproved 
portion of Jacxson Park already tendered, the 
Commissioners in reply to the request of Owen 
F. Aldis, made apparently on behalf of the 
Buildings and Grounds Committee of the Fair 
directorate, offered the use of all the Midway 
Plaisance, extending from Washington Park 
at Cottage Grove avenue east to Stony Island 
avenue, which is 594 feet wide and one mile 
long. 

Lyman J. Gage, R. A. Waller, C. H. Schwab, 
and E. T. Jeffery, representing the directo- 
rate, did not seern to be satisfied with this con- 
cession. They pressed the South Park Com- 
missioners to make a tender of the Midway 
Plaisance and Washington Park as a substi- 
tute for Jackson Park and the Midway 
Plaisance. Martin J. Russell, as spokesman 
of the Commissioners, pointed out the objec- 
tions to the surrender of the only completed 
and the most accessible part of the park sys- 
tem. Mr. Jeffery and Mr, Gage stuck to 
Washington Park. 

Finally Mr. Russell said: “Well, if you 
cannot make up your mind totake Jackson 
Park and the Midway Plaisance we will give 
you Washington Park and the Midway Plais- 
ance, but you will have to get the National 
Commissioners to indorse your request in this 
matter.“ 

The representatives of the directorate then 
withdrew well satisfied with the result of their 
mission. 

The Fair will be either in Jackson or 
Washington Park. It will be in the latter 
park if the directors can induce the Federal 
Fair Commissioners to indorse their prefer- 
ence. If they cannot persuade the Commis- 
sioners to do that then they will take Jackson 
Park. The North and West Side sites are not 
seriously considered any longer. 

But the question of the site will not be defi- 
nitely settled at the meeting of Tuesday even- 
ing. A large majority of the directors want 
Washington Park, and they will vote 
to defer actior until the meeting of 
the National Commissioners Sept. 16. 
The strongest argument in favor of 
Washington Park is that it will not cost a 
dollar for filling. The Fair buildings can be 
erected as soon as the site is accepted. The 
directors have no ready money for filling, 
hence every effort will be made to get a de- 
cision in favor of Washington Park. Inorder 
to provide some lake frontage, a section of 
the northern end of the unimproved part of 
Jackson Park may be used also. 

Washington Park and Midway Plaisance. 


The Commissioners present at yesterday’s 
meeting were President Best, Mr. Russell, 
and Mr. Donnersberger. When the meeting 
was called to order Mr. Russell requested the 
clerk to read this communication: 

To the South Park Commissioners—Gentle 
men: The Committee on Grounds and Buildings 
of the World’s Columbian Exposition, after con- 
sulting with Mr. Olmsted and with the Executive 
Committee, fear that it will be impossible to place 
the Exposition entirely at Jackson Park unless 
more land can be obtained. But by using the 
Midway Plaisance wherever necessary for 
small buildings and by obtaining some adja- 
cent land south of the park which seems feasible, 
it is hoped the area can be made sufficient. 
I am therefore instructed to ask 
you ~ definitely whether you will not 
reconsider your former tender of a site and add 
to it the Midway Plaisance as far as the edge of 
Washiugton Park. I will only add that the land- 
scape architect of the World's Columbian Exposi- 
tion and of your board is one and the same person, 
and that our Board of Directors and Mr. Olmsted 
himself do not see how the plaisance could be in- 
jured by such use. I am yours repectfully. 

OweEN F. ALDIS,

“T want to state,” said Mr. Russell, turn- 
ing to the World's Fair Directors, that Mr. 
Olmsted has no relations, near or remote, 
with the South Park Commissioners, unless 
we go back nearly twenty years. His plans 
for the park were good in all respects, but he 
is not now connected with this board.“ 

Mr. Gage thought Mr. Aldis was to find out 
whether the Midway Plaisance and Washing- 
ton Park could be obtained. We are here 
informally,” he continuea. “‘We come to 
learn for our guidance whether the South 
Park Board could not be induced to let 
us have Washington Park and the Midway 
Plaisance. We think we can secure, for three 
months at least, the summer of the Fair, the 
Washington Park Driving Club’s grounds, 
With it we will have an unique and beautiful 
site. This would give us 571 acres, and we 
would not need Jackson Park. It would har- 
monize all elements and would give us a lo- 
cation two miles nearer and in many respects 
much better.“ 

So far as Mr. Donnersberger was person- 
ally concerned he did not think the board 
should give up Washington Park for Exposi- 
tion purposes. I do not see how we can 
give up that park,“ he continued. “It will 
deprive half a million people of a pleasure 
ground. It has cost almost $11.000,000. I 
felt that when we tendered Jackson Park we 
were doing all that could be expected of us. 
We are trustees for the SouthPark district, to- 
look after the interests of the people of that ter. 
ritory so far as park privileges are concerned 
We are willing youshould take Jackson Park 
and we will fix it up as much as we can. I am 
willing to go farther and give you the plai- 
sance, but I do not think you should ask us 
to give up Washington Park.“ 

The Fair Directors Use Their Tongues, 
Mr. Schwab replied that while the Commis- 
sioners represented the South Park district 
the directors represented the entire city and 
the country as well. Mr. Russell wanted to 
know from Mr. Gage whether the directors 
could get the Driving Park, and the President 
replied that the matter had not been definitely 
settled. 

Mr. Jeffery, who was a little uneasy, em- 
braced this oppurtunity to say that the direct- 
ors realized their request placed a great deal 
of responsibility on the Commissioners. **‘ We 
have tried to put ourselves in your place and 
have tried to look at the matter from your 
standpoint,”’ he said, He then pointed out 
that in all cities since 1851 where a World's 
Fair had been held the best available 
property in the city had been offered. He 
said that the Government of this country had 
done as much as it could be expected todo. He 
pointed with some pride to what the State had 
done. and said that when the Legislature met 
again it would do more. It is not asking too 
much to ask that Chieago give the best she 
has,” he declared. This location possesses 
the same advantages as the sites presented by 
other cities whefe fairs have been held.

EVERYTHING IN SIGHT OFFERED, 


The West Side Commissipriérs Want All 
Their Parks Used fof the Fair. 

The West Park Board night made a 
new tender of a site for the World's Fair. 
Besides the Commissioners there were present 
a number of West-Siders, including C. C. Bon- 
ney, George R. Davis, Dr. De Wolf, Henry 
Greenebaum, Judge Booth, and others. Fol- 
lowing are the resolutions adopted: 

Resolved, That the West Park Commissioners 
having tendered to the directors and Commis- 
sioners of the World’s Columbian Exposition part 
of Gartield Park and adjoining land for a site for 
said Exposition do now make a new tender 
of a site for said Exposition as follows: 
We hereby tender to the World's Colum- 
eian Exposition the entire park sys- 
tem of the West Chicago parks, including Hum- 
*oldt, Garfield, and Douglas Parks and their con- 
necting boulevards, embracing 828.28 acres, or so 
much thereof as they may desire. All such parks 
and boulevards to be returned to said Park Com- 
missioners in reasonable condition for use as 
parks and boulevards at the close of said Exposi- 
tion. 

Resolved, That the site above tendered shall be 
delivered for the use of said World's Columbian 
Exposition within fifteen days after the notice of 
its acceptance by the directors of said World's 
Columbian Exposition and the approval thereof 
by the National Commissioners shall be served 
upon the President and Secretary of the West 
Park Commissioners. 

Resolved, That this tender shall not revoke the 
first tender made by this board if the Board of 
Directors of the Exposition shall prefer the site 
first offered by this board. 

George R. Davis thought the offer of this 
site came in the nick of time. The South 
Park Commissioners could not offer a suffi- 
cient amount of ground without legal compli- 
cations, whereas the West Park Board could. 
As for the North Side situation, there never 
had been a great exposition held on private 
property. There was so much land unim- 
proved in the West Side parts which could be 
used without injuring the trees, and the Board 
could probably arrange so that it could still 
retain a supervision of the work. 

Le Grand W. Perce figured out that by the 

street-car system and the railroads 2,000,000 
persons could be carried to and from the Fair 
each day. Mr. Perce isa large stockholder in 
the West Side Street-Car company and there 
vas a laugh at his forgetting to mention the 
elevated roads. 
It was proposed in speeches by various other 
persons that the vacant land as well as the 
boulevards belonging to the park system 
should be used for State buildings, while the 
main exhibits could be in the great parks. 

North Siders Want the Fair Badly. 
Five hundred residents of the North Side 
met last night in Lincoln Turner-Hall and 
pasged resolutions heralding the advantages 
of their World’s Pair site along the lake shore 
between Sulzer and Argyle streets. There was 
a hint in the speeches that the North Siders 
would not be satisfied with the action of the 
Fair directors, but would appeal any selection 
of a southern site to the National Commis- 
sion. Resolutions were adopted calling upon 
the directors to settle the site question by 
choosing theirs. A committee of fifteen was 
appointed to get the signatures of property- 
owners interested in the proposed site. 


THREATS FROM CANADA, 


What Might Be Done if the McKinley Bill 
Becomes a Law. 
Montrear, Que., Aug. 23.—[Special.]—The 
French-Canadians are discussing the best way

Now the facts as revised by the council are 
these: A number of men belong to the broth- 
erhoods making up the federation have been 
discharged or are out on strike, being also 
Knights of Labor; furthermore, switchmen 
have been discharged for refusing to take 
the places of strikers. About 200 
struck to force the reinstatement 
of the men; in neither case was the Supreme 
Council or the grand officers of the respective 
brotherhoods notified, nor efforts made to ad- 
just the trouble before striking; Hor was any 
grievance submitted to the council in ec 
cordance with the laws. In a point 
of law, according to the rules, of 
the federation, there is there- 
fore no grievance whatever before the coun- 
cil. The question arises, Can the council take 
upon itself the responsibility to take a strike 
after it has been commenced in violation of 
the laws of the organization and without the 
sanction of the grand officers? 

This is where the council stuck, and there it 
is likely to stick for some time, 


WHY THE MEETING WAS CALLED. 


The Switechmen'’s Mutual Aid Association 
Has a Grievance. 

Terre Havre, Ind., Aug. 23.—[{Special.]— 
For the first time since the strike on the New 
York Central threatened to involve the entire 
Vanderbilt system, the principal reason which 
led to the calling of the meeting of the Su- 
preme Council of the United Orders of the 
Railroad Employés appears plain to outsiders. 
It has been artfully and successfully concealed 
up to the present time for the purpose of 
avoiding hasty action on the part of the 
Western switchnten in plunging into unwar- 
ranted strikes. It will be remembered that 
the strike first assumed a formidable 
aspect with the departure of Frank 
Sweeney, Grand Master of the Switch- 
men’s Mutual Aid Association, from Chicago, 
Aug. 15. Up to that time all talk about tying 
up the Vanderbilt lines was an idle boast-of 
the Knights of Labor which persons familiar 
with the strength of labor organizations knew 
at once could not be carried out by the 
Knights of Labor for the simple reason that 
they control no other railroad than the one on 
which the strike was already in progress. 

Labor leaders in general and even the men 
who are at the head of the great railroad 
brotherhoods felt no alarm at these 
predictions. Suddenly it became known 
that two switchmen belonging to the 
Mutual Aid Association had been discharged 
at Buffalo for refusing totake the places of 
strikers and that 200 men at that city had 
struck in consequence of their discharge. It 
was this occurrence that caused Mr. Sweeney’s 
departure to Buffalo. According tothe laws 
of the Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Association 
no member of that body is allowed to take the 
place of astriker, no matter whether such 
striker belongs to the Mutual Aid Association 
or not, and if a member is discharged for re- 
fusing to violate the laws of his order the or- 
ganization is bound to uphold him. This ren- 
dered the outlook serious. 

Mr. Sweeney said these two men must be rein 
stated or there would be trouble. Shortly aftef 
reaching New York, where Measrs. Sargent, Wil- 
kinson, and Howard had gone at the request of 
the general officers,Mr.Sweeney telegraphed the 
Chicago headquarters of his association that 
the management had promised to reinstate the 
two men. All trouble was supposed to be 
over and when the call for a meeting of the 
Supreme Council of the federation was issued 
after that people were at a loss to understand 
the reason, unless it was a mere desire to en- 
gage in a sympathetic strike to assist the 
Knights of Labor. The matter is cleared up 
only since the arrival of Mr. Sweeney in this 
city this morning. 

sent that dispatch stating that the two 
men at Buffalo would be reinstated,” he said, 
only in order to prevent trouble in the West. 
I knew the men felt uneasy, and I wanted to 
keep them quiet.. The fact is that the man- 
agement did not agree to reinstate the men, 
and they are still out. I make it a rule if a 
settlement is made and a strike is to be de- 
clared, to call the men together and have them 
vote upon the matter so that they themselves 
have the full responsibility of declaring the 
strike off. In this case that could not be done. 

The controversy between the men and the 
company is almost purely technical on the 
part of the company. I got the men’s side of 
the story, which was that those two men were 
discharged because they refused to take the 
places of strikers. Then I went to Mr. Toucey 
and got the company’s side of the 
story, which was that they were dis- 
charged for disobedience of orders. It is 
a distinction without a difference. Without 
going too much into detail the facts are brief- 
ly: The switchmen in the passenger yards 
were Knights of Labor; those in the freight 
yards belonged to the Mutual Aid Association. 
When the Knights of Labor struck the man- 
agement wanted our men to do their work. 
Two of ourmen were ordered to the passen- 
ger yards to do switching. They refused to 
go and were discharged. 

“The fact is, 1 am between the devil and 
the deep sea—the Knights of Labor on the 
one hand, the company on the other. I could 
not order the men back to work, for they 
struck to maintain the rules of our order. I 
could not well sanction the strike and extend 
it along the line, as would have been neces- 
sary, without compromising our organization, 
as the company denied the existence of the 
reason for which the men had struck.”’ 

This grievance exists in one of the organiz- 
ations represented by the federation, and the 


matter can be brought before the Supreme | 


Council within the laws of the federation. The 
situation is further complicated by the fact 
that some of the Knights of Labor who struck 
or who were discharged are also members of 
one or the other of the orders comprised in 
the federation, and their grievances may thus 
be taken up by that body, the management of 
the New York Central having refused to adjust 
them amicably. 

Mr. Sweeney left the situation in New York 
as he found it. He agreed that the cause of 
the striking switchmen at Buffalo was just, 
yet would not give his officia! sanction to their 
strike and thereby involve the entire associa- 
tion in the struggle.

Ap- 
pended to this communication you will find affi- 
davits from a number of the employés of the New 
York Central which may cause unbiased people to 
think that drunkenness is excusable if the drunk- 
ard will only share his whisky with the man who 
inspires your statements. You will fur- 
thermore learn that in order to retain 
employ in “the best corporation in America 
to the men the pose laborers have to pay the 
bosses several do each month to get favors 
from the man on whose statements you lean, 
when asserting that you have the right to dis- 
charge a man for any one of a dozen causes with- 
out telling him which one applies to him. I have 
yet to learn the reason <_ your simple words 
based on hearsay should stand unquestioned, or 
that it should have any more weight than that of 
an honest workingman. 

Rights of the Public. 

For from five to twenty years the discharged 
men were in the employ of the company you rep- 
resent, but it was only when they joined the 
Knights of Labor that you discovered that they 
were drunkards, incompetent, or inattentive to 
duty. You continue to assert that there is noth- 
ing to arbitrate. Can you be so blinded by your 
associations and surroundings as not to realize 
that the traveling public ought to know which of 
these men are the drunkarks, which the incompe- 
tent, and 80 on, so that they may not trust their 
lives in the hands of such characters, either in 
your service, should you see fit to again employ 
them, or in the employ of any other concern? 

Were you a student of economic questions you 
would know what the sweating system means; 
you would know that it is classed among the 
worst features of the competitive system. Under 
you own nose, beneath your own eye. and carried 
on by the very men upon whose bare words you 
dismiss old employés exists a form of the sweat- 
ing system which finds the parallel only in that 
practiced on the sewing girls of London. 

In face of the plain, statesmanlike words of 
your superior in office, Chauncey M. Depew, you 
deny the right of arbitration. Let me remind 
you, sir, that he does not or did not sustain you in 
the position you have assumed. 

Mr. Depew’s words spoken when the question of 
a National Arbitration law was before the country 
indicate where Mr. Depew stood at that day. 

You alone claim to have any rights in the mat- 
ter, and nothing but the fact that you are the pos- 
sessor of immense wealth warrants you in taking 
the stand you have taken. The men who have lo- 
cated on the line of the Vanderbilt system would 
not have done so had not the hope of obtaining 
and retaining employment been held out 
to them by the company. Having in- 
duced the workmen to make their 
homes along the line of the road the 
management of the concern is morally responsi- 
ble for their presence at these points and should 
recognize that they have some rights in the prem- 
ises, the least of which is to be heard in their own 


defense 
Discharged for Being Knights, 

Men whose words I have never had reason to 
doubt make the statement to me that they were 
called up before their foremen or superintend- 
ents, asked if they were Knights of Labor, and 
when they frankly admitted that they were they 
were discharged. 

It is not arbitration alone that you have refused. 
First, you have refused to arbitrate; second, to 
investigate; third, to face those menin my pres- 
ence end to satisfy yourself whether your fore- 
man told you the truth; fourth, you have defied 
the laws of the State in ignoring the Board of 
Mediation and Arbitration; fifth, you have re- 
fused to listen to the voice of the public, which 
asks for simple justice and cares nothing for 
the personalities of either parties to 
the controversy; and sixth and last 
you have shown that humanity has no claims 
upon you whatever. You do wrong, though, when 
you discharge a man for want of a place to keep 
him employed in and then assert that he is thrown 
out for being drunk, incapable, or insubordinate, 
as you have done in your public statement. You 
have refused to satisfy the men whom you have 
discharged, and that act will always stand to pro- 
test your claim to true manliness. Had you sat- 
isfied the men there would be nothing for us to 
ask. You areas much in duty bound to satisfy 
them in this matter as you are to satisfy the 
legally constituted authorities of the company.

DISCUSSING WEBB’S LETTER. 


Knights Thinks the Statement Will Show 
the Justice of Their Cause. 

New York, Aug. 23.—[Special.|—There was 
no change today in the situation relating to 
the New York Central strike in this city. Gen- 
eral Master Workman Powderly and Messrs. 
Hayes, Devlin, and Dwight of the General Ex- 
ecutive Board, and, in fact, every one con- 
cerned in the trouble, waited anxiously all 
day for news from Terre Haute. The Knights 
seemed to think that the Federation of Rail- 
way Employés would remain true to what 
they called the interests of organized labor 
and indorse the action of the order by declar- 
ing in favor of a general strike on the Vander- 
bilt system. 

The chief topic of conversation during the 
day among the Knights was the statement 
made by Mr. Webb Friday night. The Exec- 
utive Board was of the opinion that the state- 
ment did not strengthen the position of Mr. 
Webb, but, on the contrary, showed some 
weakness. 

“The people will wonder when they read 
it,“ said Mr. Wright, why Mr. Webb did not 
make the statement much earlier, for, if what 
he says is true, why should he have been 
so unwilling to have the cause of the 
discharge of the men investigated? 
I think the statement will have a good effect 
on the Terre Haute conference. The com- 
pany has helped us in many ways. They re- 
fused to arbitrate, they employ Pinkerton 
“thugs,”’ and the order for the brotherhood 
men to take the places of the strikers have 
all aided us. 

Mr. Wright, continuing, said that one of 
the effects of the strike would probably bring 
about a change in the constitution of the 
order, so that no district assembly can order a 
strike without first consulting the General 
Executive Board. If District Assembly No. 
246 had consulted with the board a lot of 
trouble would have been saved. 

“We are getting along finely,” he con- 
tinued. I am not dead sure that the Su- 
preme Council is going to order a strike, but 
it will undoubtedly indorse our action, which 
amounts to about the samething. An in- 
dorsement means that brotherhood men will 
refuse to do the work of the strikers, and this 
is the next best thing to a strike. Should the 
federation refuse to strike with us we will tie 
up the entire Vanderbilt system at once. 

“We are organizing the road as rapidly as 
possible, so that when a tie-up is ordered it 
will be acomplete one. We may tie up the 
Boston and Albany road, for example, but it 
would be unwise to do 80 now, as the men are 
not prepared.”’ 

Manifesto of the Strikers. 


At the headquarters of the strikers at White 
Oak Hall much indignation was expressed 
over the statement of Mr. Webb, in which he 
said that the men diseharged from the em- 
ploy of the company had lost their positions 
on aceount of drunkenness, insubordination, 
lack of ability, etc.

THEIR FUNDS RUNNING LOW. 


Knights at Albany in Need of Money— 
« Delaware and Hudson Men Quit, 

Arpany, N. I., Aug. 23.—[Special.]—The 
finances of the knights are running low, and 
as this is one of the principal elements in a 
big strike the effect is being felt. Neverthe- 
less the strikers appear chipper and confident 
of ultimate success, Committees from their 
numbers, after long pleadings, succeeded in 
drawing seventy-five yard men and yard 
brakemen from their work in the Delaware 
and Hudson 8 today and preventing a 
few of the night force from going to work. 
This evening Superintendent ammond 
immediately sent out word not 
to receive freight, and started to fill 
the places of the strikers with new 
men. He hopes to have the yards in partial 
running order by Monday. Passenger busi- 
ness is uninterrupted. The strikers did not 
succeed in getting any of the Central’s new 
hands to quit work today. District Master 
Lee admitted that the reason was they 
did not have any funds. This evening the 
strikers issued another bulletin, which sets 
forth that the condition of the Central’s freight 
traffic is practically unchanged and that their 
position is the best because the knights to a 
man are solid and full of hope. The Central 
people say that all their forces are complete 
excepting those in the repair shops here. The 
State Board of Mediation and Arbitration 
talked over the circumstances today and then 
determined to defer any action until next 
week. The Central railroad refused to submit 
to arbitration. 

The rent collector of the Central road at 
West Albany said tonight there was no truth 
in the report that the striking Central em- 

loyés had been asked to vacate houses in 

est Albany they now occupy which are 
owned by the company. He thought they 
should not wait to be evicted. hese men 
ceased to be employés of the 
and the houses are intended 
occupancy only by men who work 
in the West Albany yards in order to enable 
them to live near the locality of their daily 
labor. He thought if any move at all was 
made in this direction the question would be 
put to the strikers in this light without giving 
them a peremptory order to vacate. 

The pay car of the Central is expected at 
the West Albany yards Monday, when the 
strikers will receive the money due them, 
which is from a month to two months and a 
half salary. 


ENGINEERS MAY QUIT WORK. 


The Seuthern Pacific Road Threatened with 
a General Tie-Up. 

Hovstor, Tex., Aug. 23.—[Special. ]}—There 
is every reason to believe that a strike will be 
inaugurated on the Southern Pacific by the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers. 
Four engineers were recently discharged 
for what the company considered good 
cause and some of them were reinstat- 
ed. The engineers then demanded pay 
for the time they were laid off, which was re- 
fused. After full discussion of the matter be- 
tween General Manager Kruttschmitt and the 
Grievance Committee the company offered to 
arbitrate the question, but the engineers 
would not agree to this, and the affair looks 
squally. The whole matter has been referred 
to President Huntington for his decision. 
Should he sustain the position of the General 
Manager the men will go out.

San Satvapor, Aug. 23.—Another battle has 
been fought by the Salvadorian army, and 
again ithas shown its invincibility and, has 
scored another signal victory to add to the 
already long list. 

President Bogran of Honduras a few days 
ago issued his boastful manifesto telling what 
he would do to San Salvador, but he has met 
the enemy and been soundly thrashed. 

Bogran sent four thousand troops to invade 
Salvador. They made the invasion, but did 
not get far before they were stopped by Gen. 
Molina with two thousand men, and after a 
tive hours’ battle they were driven from Sal- 
vador with heavy losses. They left on the 
field of battle several cannon and large quan: 
tities of ammunition.

INSPECTING THE FOUR-MILE CRIB. 


Engineers Take a Look at the Work on the 
New Tunnel. 

Acting City Engineer Cheney, Assistant 
City Engineer Feind, accompanied by Will- 
iam A. Lydon, engineer in charge, and In- 
spector Bishop in charge of the masonry at 
the new four-mile crib, went out yesterday to 
make acomplete investigation of the work 
and the prospect of resuming the work on the 
eight-foot tunnel. 

The crib isa circular structure, 118 feet in 
diameter, with an outer wall that rises ten 
feet above the water, incased in steel armor 
several feet above the water line; twenty-six 
feet wide, with a well in the 
center seventy feet in diameter. This 
structure stands on fifteen feet of solid 
timber, and under the well the timber is 
two feet thick. The well is strengthened at 
the bottom by five trusses, each twenty feet in 
height. At present there is a network of tim- 
bers in the well, surmounted by the devices 
that are used to hoist up the massive granite 
blocks that form the outer wall. These stones 
are laid in beds of concrete and are 
anchored to each other with * blocks, so 
that no settlement is possible. As soon as the 
walls are completed the well will be pumped 
dry aud work on the shaft for the tunnel will 
be commenced, The cost of this structure 
without buildings will be $250,000. Over the 
well will be erected the lighthouse on a spider 
frame, and in it will be placed an electric- 
light of remarkable power, the cable for which 
will be laid in the new tunnel. 

After the work on this crib had been 
ins the party returned to the inter- 
mediate crib, two and a half miles 
from shore. Here ashaft has been sunk 106 
feet deep ninety-six feet below the level of 
the lake. About three-fourths of the wa 
down the shaft the contractor had encounte 
shifting sands, and the circular steel plates 
and brickwork were strengthened by massive 
timbers. At the bottom the north drift 
of sixty feet of tunnel is completed 
and in good shape. Two miners 


pump. The water here enters in two great 
streams and is being pumped out with two 
Nye pumps. The formations bored through 
to get to the bottom are about one foot of 
sand, thirty to forty feet of soft blue clay, and 
four to ten feet of wet silt, the tunnel being 
laid in a hard pan eight to ten feet in depth. 
Two feet below this there is a bed of quick- 
sand, and four feet lower the bed rock. From 
this north drift it is proposed to start at right 
— gen the eight foot tunnels east and west, 
— = end in view boring teste are 
made. 


The present intermediate crib isa tempo- 
rary structure, but as soon as the land tunnel 
is connected it is propo to use it and the 
tunnels to add to water supply. This 
erib, Mr. Feind thinks, should be protected 
with a breakwater in V shape in order to 
make it safe fur the men to work in 
in rough weather and s during the 
winter. This work would cost $10,000. 
The eight-foot tunnel was pushed 283 feet 
from shure when it had to be merged into the 
two six-foot bores.

RECEDED FROM ITS POSITION. 


The Pennsylvania Limits Theatrical Tickets 
to Parties of Ten. 

A few days after the Judges of the United 
States Court at Cincinnati had made the de- 
cision that the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
had the right to sell party tickets at reduced 
rates, and that the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission was wrong in ordering the rail- 
road company to desist from selling 
such tickets, the Pennsylvania company, 
which had pressed the suit against 
the Baltimore and Ohio, issued a no- 
tice that owing to that decision it would 
issue tickets to parties of seven or more per- 
sons traveling together at 2 cents per mile. 
This put the minimum at three persons less 
than was n by the Baltimore 
and Ohio or any other road, which did not sell 
tickets for parties of less than ten persons. 
The Pennsylvania’s action was evidently ani- 
mated by a desire to make the action of the 
Cincinnati judges odious,, It has found out, 
however, that the game it was playing was 
dangerous, and calculated to bring about gen- 
eral demoralization in passenger rates. Its 
competitors came forward and declared that 
Pennsylvania did not make the 
minimum for a party of „ they 
would all follow its example sell tickets 
for parties of seven or less.

Consid- 
erable pressure was therefore brought to bear 
on the Pennsylvania to induce it to change its 
position and not sell tickets at two cents per 
mile for parties of less than ten persons, and 
these efforts have proved successful, as will be 
seen by the following notice issued by the 
Pennsylvania yesterday: 

In deference to the wishes of our competitors, 
we will advance the number limit from seven to 
ten persous on solid tickets to be sold at the one- 
way party rate of two cents mile per capita, 
beginning with Sept. 1, 1800.

He is a Russian disciple 
of the French school which saw light in the 
days of 1848. 

Then, you will remember, began the great 
movement of the Christian Demoeracy. 
writers and our orators claimed Christ as 
their brother, described him as the prototy 
of the Christian Democrat, who was the 
equal of all men and less than none, and 
found in the gospel the basis of the social 
structure for which the world had been sigb- 
ing for centuries, This Christian Democracy 
was a dream which lasted but for a day 
in France, but which Tolstoi continued in 
Russia, His ideas were those of the orators 
of the Paris clubs of 1848, his theories theirs, 
and his deductions likewise—with only this 
difference, that they were transmogrified by 


tain absolute reticrnce regarding the nature of 
the German Emperor's proposals, but admit 
that there was immense political signicance 
in the interview.

At the same time 
there comes from Vienna a report that Em- 
peror William has asked the Em of 
Austria for a conference within a fortnig 
prepatatory to the projected reception of the 
Czar in Berlin in October.

Tus summer months of 1890 have along, 
sad chapter of disasters to add to the pleasant 
story of outings in the mountains, by the sea, 
and at the inland watering places.

In July, the cyclone in North- 
ern Minnesota and on Lake Pepin, 127; ex- 
plosion ef the propeller Tioga at Chicago, 34; 
collision of the steamers Louise and Virginia 
in Chesapeake Bay, 13; the tug International 
on the Jersey coast, 17; powder explosion at 
King’s Mill Station, O., 18; and the cyclone 
at Lawrence, Mass.,9. In August, accidents 
on the Michigan Central, Alton, Old Colony, 
atid Mount Penn Gravity roads, 36; and the 
eyclone at Wilkesbarre, Pa., 30. The total 
losses of life, as far as reported, during these 
three summer months, to date, are unusually 
large. They comprise 222 by fire, 828 by 
drowning, 202 by explosions, 51 by falling 
buildings, 94 in mines, 299 by cyclones and 
storms, 1,067 on railroads, and 287 by light- 
nings This is the dark side to the pleasant 
summer of 1890, 


THE ANIMUS OF THE STRIKE. 

The correspondence between the leaders of the 
Knights of Labor and the officials of the New 
York Central road clearly discloses the causes 
of the present strike as well as the animus of 
the former in prolonging it, and this without 
any reference to the possible action of the 
Federation of Railroad Employés, which has 
no logical bearing upon the question at issue. 
This question should be kept clearly in sight, 
for nothing else is involved in the strike. 

In his letter to Mr. Webb Mr. Powderly ad- 
mitted that the whole question hinges on the 
discharge of Knights of Labor because they 
are such, and if they deserved dismissal from 
the service of the company none of us will ask 
for their reinstatement. Thereupon Mr. 
Webb explicitly replied that no man was dis- 
charged upon such grounds, but that they 
were discharged for sufficient cause after in- 
vestigation. In his subsequent letter, printed 
yesterday, he sets forth these causes: drunken- 
ness, incapacity, breach of duty, insubordina- 
tion, and lack of sufficient work to employ 
them. Thereupon Mr. Powderly requests an 
arbitration to investigate these charges so that 
he may see whether they are good and suffi- 
cient.””

FALSE PLEDGES OF LOCAL DEMOCRATS. 
Joe Gruenhut and a number of professional 
“labor men will hold a meeting this week 
at which pledges will be prepared for the ac- 
ceptance of carfflidates for office in this coun- 
ty. The pledges will be of the usual Gruen- 
hut variety. They will declare against monop- 
oly, for the restriction of corporate power, for 
the curtailment of the public expenses, for the 
eight-hour day, etc, Every Democrat to be 
nominated this fall either for the General As- 
sembly or for the County Board will willingly 
accept the pledges, and will, when the time 
comes to act, violate them without hesitation. 
Experience proves this. 

Two years ago when the Democrats nomi- 
nated their candidates for the General Assem- 
bly they were pledged to nearly all the 
articles of Gruenhut’s creed. They were 
strongly in favor of restricting the powers of 
corporations. They declared explicitly in 
favor of legislation for reducing the price of 
gas and of telephone service, the charges for 
sleeping-cars, and the fares on street-railways. 
When they reached Springfield they conven- 
iently forgot the pledges, With hardly an ex- 
ception they voted against Baker’s bill for 
regulating telephone charges. They voted 
against the consideration of the Chicago bills 
giving the Councils of cities and the Boards of 
Trustees of villages and incorporated towns 
the power to regulate the price of gas and the 
rate of streetcar fare. They opposed every 
measure which tended to restrain monopoly 
and its encroachments. They fought the farm- 
ers’ bills to regulate charges at the Stock- 
Yards. Yet these faithless Representatives 
are again candidates for nomination, and the 
chances are that they will be nominated. The 
Carmodys, Kunzes, Wisners, Quinns, and 
their compeers will again parade as re- 
formers,” and if elected will break their 
pledges again and betray their constituents. 

The same rule holds good in reference to 
the County Board Democrats; When the 
present Democratic Commissioners were 
nominated last fall it was on a platform which 
specifically pledged them to these “‘ reforms ”’: 

The County Board should compel the County 
Treasurer to pay all interest received by him on 
public moneys into the County Treasury. 

The Democratic party protests against the lax- 
ity that exists in the Sheriff's office and condemns 
the practice of treating the positions of bailiffs 
as things to be bartered and traded in the polit- 
ical market. The Sheriff should receive from the 
county only the actual cost of feeding the pris- 
oners in the County Jail. 


The State’s-Attorney must be compelled to re- 
port the fines and forfeitures collected by him. 


Not one of these promised reforms has been 
given effect. Not one of them has been seri- 
ously attempted. The “ laxity that exists in 
the Sheriff's office’ has been made painfully 
more apparent through the appointment of 
bailiffs recommended by the Democratic Com- 
missioners. More than one of the bailiffs has 
been caught in the act of interfering with the 
rane Aa justice. One has been discharged 
for this offense, only to obtain a more lucra- 
tive position under the City Administration. 
With the exception of Gen. Lieb, the Demo- 
cratic Commissioners have treated the posi- 
tions of bailiffs as things to be “ bartered and 
traded in the political market” and at the ex- 
pense of the county. 

Yet the men who have thus shamefully vio- 
lated their pledges are, with a solitary excep- 
tion, candidates for reélection to their present 
offices or candidates for more lucrative place 
of public trust. These things should be borne 
in mind when Joe Gruenhut’s string of 
pledges is again presented to and accepted by 
the Democratic nominees. 


MAYOR ONAHAN’S OPPORTUNITY. 
Mayor Cregier left the city Friday evening 


| for a two weeks’ sojourn in the East. Con- 


troller Onahan will be Acting Mayor in his ab- 
sence, This simple announcement in all the 
morning papers.of yesterday has much signifi- 
cance for those who know Acting Mayor Ona- 
han and who desire reform in municipal af- 
fairs. Mr. Onahan is an aggressive man. As 
an official of thé city he has noted with pain 
and indignation that many of the laws and 
ordinances enacted to check vice, to restrain 
lawlessness, and to conserve the public morals 
have been violated openly, grossly, and shame- 
fully. As the chief financial officer of the city 
he has noted that the public substance is 
wasted; that the people are not receiving an 
equivalent for the money paid out by him in 
their behalf; that some moneys which prop- 
erly belonged to the public have been used 
for private purposes. He tried as far as he 
was able to check these abuses. Let that be 
said to his credit. He was hampered by his 
associations. His powers for good were lim- 
ited. His zeal for reform had to be curbed. 

Now he has full power. He is Mayor of 
Chicago and will be for two weeks. He may, 
be Mayor for a much longer period if he will 
take the present opportunity by the hand. He 
can at least set an example which Mayor Cre- 
gier on his return to Chicago will be disposed 
or forced to follow. He can put his theories 
into practice. He can give effect to his zeal 
for reform. He can establish t 
which Mayor Cregier on his return and all 
future Mayors may have to follow. He is 
clothed with all the authority of a Mayor. 
And there is no Council in session to hamper 
him! 

Among the reforms which Mayor Onahan 
may bring about—and to which public attention 
may be directed now—are the suppression of 
all forms of gambling. The new Mayor has

COVER THE COMMONS WITH TENTS. 

The World’s Fair Committee on Grounds 
and Building has decided to have a thorough 
survey made of every site which has been ten- 
dered, and also to ascertain the hygienic con- 
ditions of each, and the cost of drainage and 
water supply and of disposing of sewage. In 
view of the quantity of information to be col- 
lected it is not likely that the committee will 
be able to report to the Board of Directors 
Tuesday, and the latter will be unable, there- 
fore, to announce that it has agreed on a site. 

It is not pleasant for the public to remain 
in astate of uncertainty for a week or 80 
longer, but it cannot be helped. There need 
be no fear, however, either that the directors 
will go to flirting with the Lake-Front again 
or that they will abandon Washington Park. 
The Illinois Central is reported to have made 
another proposition, but before it can be acted 
on finally the Legislature will have to meet, 
and nobody cares to wait till January to settle 
the site question. The submerged lands may 
as well be given up as a bad job. 

The South Park Commissioners have been 
asked tb grant the use of the Midway Plais- 
ance, with its eighty acres. They will do it, 
and that ground, with what is available in 
Jackson Park and its neighborhood, will more 
than make up the hundred acres the directors 
say they must have. The Park Commissioners 
still say that they will not give up any of 
Washington Park. The directors may, how- 
ever, in due time, ask for the use of the com- 
mons for such a purpose that the Commis- 
sioners will have no hesitancy about giving it. 

One of the features of the Fair will be the 
conventions and public gatherings of all kinds 
which will be held while it is in progress. 
Some of these can be accommodated best on 
the commons of Washington Park. During 
the months of July and August that broad 
space should be covered partly with tents, 
whose occupants will find them delightful 
homes during those two summer months. 
There ought to be, as one of the incidents of 
the Fair, an encampment of volunteers and 
regulars at least 20,000 strong, occupying the 
open spaces of the park. There should be, in 
turn, Masonic, Odd-Fellows, and, perhaps, 
Grand Army encampments. Secret, benev- 
olent, and musical societies, whose members 
are anxious to see the Fair, should also avail 
themselves, in their turn, of this pleasant 
camping ground and those agreeable quarters. 
The meetings of these organizations, most of 
them National in their character, would add 
much to the popularity of the Fair. 

If the directors’ were to ask the Commis- 
sioners for these grounds to put steel and glass 
buildings on them, they might feel justified in 
refusing; but when they are asked, as they 
will be, to lend them not for two or three 
years, but merely for two or three months of 
one summer, they will feel that they cannot 
refuse—for their constituents will favor it. 
They will get more enjoyment from the en- 
campments of soldiers and civilians than they 
will suffer from the brief loss of their com- 
mons, 


THE “MICROBE OF OLD AGE.” 

If Ponce de Leon had lived today he would 
not have needed to take his long and perilous 
journey in search of the Fountain of Perpetual 
Youth. He might have gained his end by 
hunting for theold age microbe in his own body 
and exterminating it with scalpel or medica- 
ment, as the case may be. Paracelsus, too, 
who thought he discovered the elixir of life 
and afterwards died with a lump of it in his 
pocket, might have been spared much disap- 
pointment and a heap of post-mortem ridicule 
had the date of his birth been deferred till 
about the middle of the present century. It is 
a thousand pities that these and many others 
who toiled long and fruitlessly in the effort to 
unearth the secret of life did not stumble on 
the old age microbe. 

These retharks are pertinent provided the 
Arizona Republican is correct in the statement 
that an Italian physician has discovered the 
existence of such a microbe and means to de- 
stroy it; otherwise not. The idea is such an 
attractive one that it will in all probability be 
widely accepted, whether thrown out to the 
world in jest or in earnest. It will strike the 
attention of the average reader as the long- 
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ment which is essential to a continuance 

the vital functions. So far as science has 
hitherto been able to discover, the “ microbe of 
old age” is that substance vulgarly known as 
phosphate of lime. At no time does it consti- 
tute a living tissue, though ite structural ar- 
rangement may have caused it to be mistaken 
for such on account of its being permeated 
intimately by the vital portions of the animal 
organism. They assimilate it from the food 
as material necessary to give them durable 
form and shape, and as ing fulera by 
the aid of which the muscles can produce cer- 
tain exterior results. Bué the process may be 
defined as a suicidal one, the ultimate decease 


of the organization being insured by the very 


means which for atime give i‘ ffectiveness. 
This certain end is provided vr in case the 
individual do not die prematurely by disease 
or accident. Hence the propounded theory 
of a “ microbe of old age may be relegated 
to the domain of scientific absurdities, such 
as are the perpetual motion, the search for the 
philosopher’s stone, and the transmutation of 
base metals into gold. It belongs rather to 
the infancy of the race than to the mature 
thought of today, and at best can only be 
characterized as a waking dream if it is not a 
mere newspaper romance, 


IS THE SEA-SERPENT. DEAD? 

Capt. Obed Knowlton of the good schooner 
Trader, cruising from Boston to Advocate Har- 
bor, Nova Scotia, narrates a wondrous tale. One 
morning he spied on his pert bow what he 
supposed to be the fragment of a wreck. He 
ordered the helmsman to bear away two 
points, and when the helmsman had borne 
away two points the Trader came up within 
a few feet of the wreck. It was not the wreck 
of a vessel, however, but the wreck of our old 
friend the sea-serpent. Other Captains of an 
imaginative turn of mind have seen the kra- 
ken alive and disporting itself, darting along 
like a torpedo boat or churning the waves into 
foam with its mighty tail,and so terrorizing 
them that they have made no effort to capture 
it. But Capt. Obed Knowlton has seen it 
only twelve feet away, deadas adoor nail, 
and still made no effort to secure what would 
have been a more lucrative prize than any 
cargo he can carry from Nova Scotia to Bos- 
ton or vice versa! It was the lost opportu- 
nity of his life. 

Capt. Obed Knowlton is circumstantial in 
his description of the dead sea-serpent. He 
says it was about eighty feet long and twenty- 
one feet broad. Why did he not give us draft 
and tonnage? It was shaped like a torpedo 
at both ends and thus was capable of navi- 
gating either end first. It was striped on its 
side like a zebra. It had an immense hard 
shell on its back like a tortoise, and the shell 
was so battered that Capt. Obed Knowlton is 
of opinion that the critter got into collision 
with a steamer.” After Capt, Obed Knowlton 
had satisfied his curiosity he sailed away and 
left the wraith of the sea-serpent floating in 
the distance, a prey to sea gulls above and 
sharks below. But of what was Capt. Obed 
Knowlton thinking that he did not give his 
dead majesty a tow into the nearest Nova 
Scotia port? He was far outside the three- 
mile limit. He was in no danger from Brit- 
ish cruisers. Sea-serpents are not on the 
Canadian tariff list, either as dead fish or 
works of art. He would have landed his 
prize without protest and been a hero. He 
would have enriched natural history and his 
own pocket to such an extent that he never 
would have had to sail the Trader again. 

The weak pointin Capt. Obed Knowlton’s 
story is his failure to produce the body of the 
serpent. That great doubting Thomas, the 
public, will scout his yarn as an absurd fish 
story made out of whole cloth or as irrefraga- 
ble testimony that the Trader carried wet 
goods and that Capt. Obed Knowlton. “had 
em worse than usual that day. No one will 
believe that a Yankee or a Blue-Nose skipper 
ever got within twelve feet of the sea-serpent, 
when it was as harmless as a herring, and 
failed to capture such priceless flotsam. No! 
The sea-serpent livesin spite of Capt. Obed 
Knowlton, and we are glad. May it be a long 
day before this monster of the ocean disap- 
pears. The sea would be sad and tedious 
without it and what would the seaside resorts 
do if their enterprising proprietors could not 
advertise it as an attraction? What would the 
ocean be without this mysterious wriggler but 
a monotonous expanse of water filled with 
commonplace cods, haddocks, and mackerel? 


CO-OPERATION IN HOUSEKEEPING. 

The experiment of co6perative housekeep- 
ing is to be tried by a number of the residents 
of one of the large Chicago suburbs. Serv- 
ants are hard to get and harder to keep, and 
their employers do not think that the work 
they do is an equivalent for the wages they 
get and the food they eat, Therefore a cer- 
tain number of families have resolved to com - 
bine, and have all their meals cooked by one 
fire, at one place, by one set of cooks, and 
then sent around to the various breakfast and 
dinner tables. To have a common dining- 
room makes it necessary to leave the house to 
eat, and that is inconvenient, especially when 
the weather is disagreeable or there are in- 
valids. : 

The theory of these suburban experimenters 
is perfect, The ecomomy of codperative 
housekeeping is self-evident. It takes less 
coal, it economizes on labor, and it cheapens 
the price of food, because everything can be 
bought in larger quantities and at something 
like wholesale rates. There is also less room 
for that waste which is one. of the bad features 
of many American kitchens. The woman of 
the house does not break her heart giving 
orders which are disobeyed. She does not see 
good food spoiled, She ceases to be head of 
a cook school, licking raw labor into shape. 
She gets rid of many of those things which 
make people fly to the boarding-house and the 
hotel, and yet she retains the privacy and 
comforts of a home. 

But while the codperative theory is perfect, 
difficulties develop always when it is put in 
practice. Like most things in this world the 
system does not work as smoothly as it was 
expected it would. It does not take long to 
find out that the economic gain, while consid- 
erable, is not as great as was looked for. 
Rent, superi ’ to be worth any- 
thing must be paid f at a high priee—and 
labor, which must be well paid to be kept, 
will eat up a part ef the theoretical savings.

THE POLICY OF EXPEDIENCY. 

The North Side Street railway company is 
having another lawsuit with some of its cus- 
tomers. By an old ordinance passed by the 
Lake View Town Board prior to annexation 
the company was given the right of way on 
certain streets and was allowed to charge one 
fare north of Belmont avenue and another south 
of it. Thus it costs the person living any dis- 
tance north of that avenue twice as much to 
go and come down-town as it does his more 
favored neighbors who live south of or within 
a block of it on the north. Those who have 
been paying this extra fare are contesting its 
lawfulness on the ground that the Council has 
passed an ordinance that only five cents shall 
be charged for one continuous ride within the 
city limits. The company claims that the 
contract with the old Town of Lake View can- 
not be abrogated by the City Council any 
more than it could have been by the old Town 


. 


Board; and that the city, as the successor of 


the town, assumed all its liabilities as well as 
its rights and privileges. 

It is quite possible that this position will be 
decided to be sound by the Supreme Court 
should the question ever reach there. What- 
ever rights the cable-car company has in Lake 
View cannot be altered or taken away by the 
mere fact of annexation. But supposing that 
the company has the rights of it, from a 
legal point of view, is it wise for it to try to 
enforce its rights? Will it pay? St. Paul 
said: All things are lawful unto me, but all 
things are not expedient.” Railways, steam 
and street, have held strictly by the first part 
of this, but they have disregarded the second. 
Let them give it a trial, and quit insisting on 
doing things which are lawful when they are 
inexpedient. 

Chicago street railways should be the first 
to take expediency as their guide. They are 
making confessedly a great deal of money 
out of the people by means of privileges 
granted by the people. They are not “ infant 
industries,” to be nursed and petted, but 
money-making concerns which are looked on 
with jealousy. Whenever there is any dispute 
between them and any one else public senti- 
ment is always against them, sometimes 
aggressively so. Therefore their wisest policy 
is to avoid un friction and to shun a 
fight when it is possible to avoid it. It is 
better often to yield to demands which cannot 
be enforced at law than to resist them. 

The extra fares paid by the residents north 
of Belmont avenue may amount to a few 
thousand dollars a year, but it would be 
cheaper to sacrifice that sum than to go to 
war over it. From a practical point of view 
it is not worth the trouble. It is likely that if 
the extra five cents were taken off there would 
be more passengers to carry, thus lessening 
the company’s loss; but whether that would 
happen or not it is expedient to make the 
concession. If people ask tor transfer tickets 
on any line it is more politic to give than to 
refuse, and to give cheerfully and at once 
than to give grudgingly and slowly. If a dis- 
pute can be avoided at the cost of the wages 
of three or four more men hire the men and 
keep out of a fight. 


“Gas” Barben, who was discharged from 
the city’s employment Friday by Superintend- 
ent McGann, is a specimen Democratic offi- 
cial.

He might have been Presbyterian or Uni- 
tarian. No sect monopolizes narrowness. Lit- 


tle fellows are everywhere wearing some de- 


nominational yoke, not because it is easier for 
therm, but because it is hard for somebody 
else. | 

This belated ecclesiastic is the Episcopalian 
resident in Paris who “ declined to make spe- 
cial mention of Cardinal Newman’s death, 
saying he could never forgive Newman’s se- 
ceasion.”” Who asked him to? Forgiveness 
applies to heart, not head. You can’t forgive 
a man for entertaining an intellectual convic 
tion honestly come by. The honestly is 
the only thing within the region of forgive 
ness. When the Brothers Newman, both true- 
hearted, went their diverse ways from 
the same home to antagonistic conclusions, 
one could regret or rejoice, but you might as 
well talk of forgiving a student for not under- 
standing the forty-sefénth Problem of 
Euclid. Praise and blame end when 
he “goes at” his geometry. If he 
can understand. it he must; if he 
can’t he mustn’t. Francis William becomes 
an agnostic and John Henry a Romanist; at 
the end the author of the Apologia ”’ and the 
author of “Phases of Faith” are brothers 
still, with tears in the eyes because they can’t 
see alike, but with neither forgiveness nor un- 
forgiveness at heart because they won’t see 
alike. 

It oils the wheels considerably to know that 
while convictions—which every honest and 
thoughtful man has in stock—determine theo- 
logical boundaries, the larger men of all de- 
nominations are tall enough to reach over the 
palings. Newman’s best belongs to all. The 
dislectician’s deepest wound will have long 
healed, while Roman Catholic and Anglo-

THE RANDOLPH-LA SALLE STREET IN- 
TERSECTIOR. 

By far the most dangerous street intersec- 
tion in Chicago is at Randolph and La Salle, 
where all cars of the North and West Side 
cable systems pass, two of the tracks curving 
around corners and the ringing of bells by the 
gripmen making a din bewildering to pedes- 
trians; where thirty or more horse-cars pass 
every hour, the horse-car track so close to a 
cable track that, when cars are passing, the 
swing of a grip car in a turn towards the tun- 
nel leaves but four inches of space between it 
and the horse-car; where traffic teams are al- 
ways numerous; where teams are forever 
standing within afew feet ofthe crossing, 
thereby blocking up the legitimate roadway ; 
where tens of thousands of pedestrians pass 
every day; and where the public safety is 
looked after by from one to three policemen 
who cannot possibly give satisfactory protec- 
tion. 

So many accidents occur at this point as to 
make it imperative that immediate steps be 
taken to lessen the danger. To this end the 
writer would suggest that employers instruct 
their teamsters to avoid this crossing as much 
as possible; that a foot-bridge be constructed 
over La Salle street connecting the nogth side- 
walk on Randolph, and that a similar bridge 
be constructed over Randolph street connect- 
ing the west sidewalk on La Salle; that the 
south horse-car track on Randolph be moved 
three feet toward the south curb line; that no 
team-hitching be allowed within a hundred 
feet of the crossing; and that four or more po- 
licemen be stationed continuously at this in- 
tersection for the express purpose of guard- 
ing the public against accident. J. W. 


STRIKES AND PUBLIC GOOD. 

It has been suggested that a law should be 
enacted which would force the railroads to 
serve the public good by making it a crime 
for a company or its employés to precipitate a 
strike. But no law could be framed without 
abridging personal liberty which would pre- 
vent a railroad from running its own 
business in its own way, nor the employé 
from striking when his interests are at stake. 
It is true that the railroads have become pub- 
lic necessities, but not more so than the tele- 
graph. That both should primarily serve the 
public cannot be gainsaid. That they.do not 
is self-evident. How, then, can corporations 


and trusts, with their internal struggles be- 


tween employer and employed, be compelled 
to keep their interests so adjusted that the 
public will suffer neither loss nor inconven- 
ience? And I answer that so long as the peo- 
ple grant special privileges to private parties 
the public will suffer that corporations might 
gain wealth and power. 

The interests of organized capital are not 
in sympathy with the public good. Only 
when the public can have a controlling inter- 
est and voice in the things which pertain to its 
welfdre will the people, the Nation, receive 
such attention as the public weal demands. 

If we agitate for the intervention of the Gov- 
ernment in such instances as the present 
strike, it will not be long before the trusts, 
which control the commodities of life, must 


also be made to serve the common good. One, 


of these two things must be done—we must 
stand aside and allow the strongest in the con- 
test to survive, or the people must assume con- 
trol of all those industries which have become 
a part of its very life. Grone A. Sam. 


WHY NOT APPLY RECIPROCITY TO TIN- 
PLATE! 


Mr. Blaine’s reciprocity proposals seem to 
exhibit a somewhat glaring inconsistency. 


The idea embodied in said proposals is that 


we should admit free of duty such articles as 


we do not ourselves produce from countries 
which give us anything like a correspondingly 
large and free market for our goods, provided 
such countries do not take advantage of our 
generosity (?) by imposing export duties on 
the commodities sent to us. 


Great Britain supplies us with tin-plate and 


at prices lower than we can hope to produce 


it for years to come; it imposes no export 


duties and at the same time provides us with 


a large and free market for almost everything 
we can produce (about the only exceptions be- 
ing tobacco and spirituous liquors); by so do- 
ing it fulfills all the conditions required by 
Mr. Blaine as a basis for reciprocity; there is, 
therefore, no logical reason why it should be 
withheld from Great Britain and granted in 
the cases of other nations. 

Laying aside principle, it would seem to be 
perfectly sound policy to grant it in this 
particular case, at least until such time as it 
is demonstrated (not merely asserted ) that the 


article in question can be successfully and 
economically produced at home. 


We cannot reasonably expect our neighbors 


to give us everything and get nothing in return. 
Let us now suppose for a moment that the in- 
creased duty is in force. What guarantee has 
the country that a bona fide attempt is to be 
made to manufacture tin-plate? No such 
guarantee has been publicly given, and yet 
the people of the United States are to be called 
upon to pay a sum enormously in excess of 
the legitimate value of the article 


for the sake of protecting (?) an industry 
which does not exist, and which no one is pre- 
pared to guarantee will exist in the future. 
Or, again, supposing the industry to be started, 
what guarantee have we that there will not be a 
cry from the “poor” manufacturers for a still

A picturesque personality was removed from 


the eyes of men with the passing of the soul of 
Newman jnto the unknown. 


Unique in life and character and possessed

Tennyson and Ruskin alone remain of the

meliowing avenues and passes of the 
wood will they ride at Arthur’s call, never- 
more “the sudden trumpet call as in a 


dream,“ for the old days have passed away 


and new men possess the earth. Carlyle 
passed in age and weakness long ago; New- 
man has now joined the great shade in the 
Ruskin stands at the 
Parting of the Ways; and Tennyson but stays 
a little space to cover up the embers that 
still burn.“ About none of these men centers 
a more peculiar interest than about Newman. 
Possessed of a medieval mind, he was some- 
what out of place, it may be, in this material 
century, but there are still men left to admire 
his originality, his spirituality, his utter self- 
abnegation, and his sublime sincerity. 

In the calendar of the saints they place him 
by acclamation, and the church may follow or 
not as it chooses. But the canonization of the 
people will stand, though he is sainted not for 
his asceticism but for his humanity, not that 
he served the church but that he served the 
world. He went into the church by the gate 
of poetry, and his truest title today is not 
priest but poet—poet and seer as well, From 
the darkness of old age and weakness he has 
passed into the kindly light, and the eyes of 
the world are dim as they recall all the loving 
service of his long life.

THE REPUBLICAN PARTY AND THE TAR- 
IFF, 

The present is the supreme moment in the 
history of the Republican party. Never since 
its triumph in the resumption of a specie basis 
has it had so great an opportunity to serve the 
financial interests of the people. The indus- 
trial and commercial vantage of the country 
demands a tariff whose maximum will not re- 
tard the growth of foreign commerce or un- 
naturally stimulate prices at home, and whose 
minimum will afford adequate protection for 
legitimate industries. A tariff beyond this is 
legislation for aristocracy, a tariff below it is 
legislation against labor, Popular sentiment 
unmistakably favors a reduction of revenues, 


and the Republican party is responsible for 


that sentiment. A false idea exists in the 
minds of some of the party leaders that the 


last campaign was fought on the tariff plank 
of the Republican platform. This is not true, 
for the election was won through the faith of 
the people in the earlier declaration of the 
party that the reform of the tariff should be 
made by its friends, and by its opposition to 
the silly measures of the Morrison horizontal 


bill and the sectional and narrow features of 


the Mills bill. It won by its opposition to free 
trade, and not by the advocacy of a high pro- 
tective tariff. Its policy had not been formu- 


lated in a bill, but its declarations were in 
favor of the equalization and reduction of im- 
port duties. The McKinley bill violates these 
declarations, and in its close touch with the 
people through their immediate representa- 
tives has aroused an opposition that appeals 
to the Senate, and will invoke the veto power 
should the Senats fail to correct the errors of 
the House. The policy of the Republican 
party supports the principles of protection, 
but the McKinley bill invites industrial paraly- 
sis through prohibition, and is not Republican 
or American, A. H. Harrymay. 


PROTECTION VERSUS FREE TRADE. 

The American workman has mostly 
to thank Providence for high wages 
and good living. Less to political con- 
ditions, but no thanks are due to pro- 
tection. Providence works through a 
twofold agency—a large and richly endowed 
country and a not overcrowded population. 
Europe has not such resources to draw from 
as America; nor do the political conditions of 


Europe stimulate such great enterprises as are 
common here, The free trade between the 
American States gives business an impetus, 


while the protective policy of the European 


States checks it. The immunity from wars 
and Government interference prevailing here 


have the opposite’ counterparts in Europe; 
business there is hindered proportionately. 
The unhampered energy of America finds 


difficulty sometimes in procuring workmen 
enough. The cramped energy and limited 
fields of Europe find more than enough re- 
sponding to the call for work. In other words, 
America compared with Europe has a small 
surplus of labor. The smaller the surplus of 
any commodity the higher the market value. 
Hence, ldbor is paid better here than in 
Europe. : 


In the same line of reasoning the immense 


agricultural production of the country, coupled 
with a comparatively small population, gives 
the poorest an opportunity of procuring an 
abundance of food. 


Maintaining these to be the reasons for the 


American workman’s prosperity, how can it 
be said that high wages are due to protection? 
It does not matter how high an article is pro- 
tected, the manufacturer employs the cheapest 
labor that comes along, provided it is the 
right quality. Bottom prices are what the 
employer wants, and the world’s market is 
open to him. It is just the reverse with the 
workman. His labor is unprotected, and his 
wages must be spent in a protected, high- 
priced market. 


Clearly, then, protection is legislation for 


the classes and not for the masses.

Apology for Agrarianism, 

The Socialists say the Nation should own 
the land. Toacertain degree the Socialists 
are right. The fountain of land ownership is 
in the Government. It should maintain such 
ownership to a certain degree to all time. 
“The earth is the Lord’s and the fullness 
thereof.“ Government is and should be the 
lord of the domain, and should never part 
with such control as to permit private owners 
to destroy the land which is to belong te the 
people to the latest geheration. It should for- 
bid and prevent a waste of land: To do this, 
it should force the husbandi of all. re- 
sources for the improvement of that which 
is to support the people for all time. 
No private owner should be allowed to 
destroy wantonly that which comes from the 
land. What comes from the bosom of the 
land and is not essential to feed and maintain 
the cultivator should be given back to the 
land. A man should be fined who burns 
manure. Man should not cut timber to such 
extent as to reduce a necessary rainfall. Com- 
missions should determine from scientific 
data how much of forest is necessary in fixed 
districts of the county, and when so deter- 
mined no one should be permitted to cut a 
tree without rep ing it by another young 
one. In the Old World millions of acres are 
now worthless which once supported teeming 
populations; all because they had been de- 
nuded of trees. America has countless mill- 
ions of acres scarcely capable of supporting 
a human being, which could be made to wave 
in cereals or grow fat in edible roots if only 
trees were grown to superinduce a somewhat 

lar rainfall. ; 

The arid plains of the Great West have the 
richest of known soils, if a little human sweat 
mixed with water in sufficient quantity could 
be kneaded into it. Government as lo 
paramount of its domain should force the 
growing of trees and should prevent the de- 
struction of timber wherever the same is 
necessary to keep up or improve the land. 
It has parted with the title of the land but 
still retains the power to keep it for its own 
support. The same power exists to prevent 
the waste of that from which its taxes spring 
or through which ite people may live. No 
one is a man, says the A maxim, “ until 
he has planted a tree, dug a well, and grown a 
boy.“ The nation is the aggregation of men. 
The statesman who devises a good system of 
taxation is entitled to the praise of all 
but he is but a pigmy te the man who 
sterile deserts into places of plenty or who 
makes many blades of grass grow where now 
only one springs up. I am ready to bow 
down. before the man who will maintain and 
improve the soil of our Eastern States or will 
shower over the West a copious rain-fall.

A Wonderful Growth of Timber.

ious hand without raising their own hands 
5 the level of their faces. Hence their too 
2 — communications with illustrious peo- 
ple have corrupted their manners; they 
acquire a habit and are so forgetful as in- 
troduce it into their’ ordinary life and their 
relations with more ordinary people. It may 
be so: but it is strange, at least, that they 
should remember to forget the courtesy while 
they forget to remember to lower their hands. 
But a defective memory is also very often a 
result of keeping good company. It is the 
same forgetfulness that causes a butler to ad- 
dress his new master as, My Lord—I mean, 
sir; the force of habit is too strong for him, 
and the poor fellow cannot remember that he 
is not always associating with peers.” 

Did the Coachman Suggest It? 

“ Another reason that has been suggested 
for this greeting, as it is practiced by the best 
society, is that they have borrowed it from the 
coachman, With his reins in one hand and 
his whip in the other, the only approach toa 
salutation that a coachman can make is by a 
sharp upward movement of the elbow and 
whip-hand. Indeed, this explanation is a very 
plausible one, for there is a kind of natural 
affinity between the manners of the stable and 
those of the very smart. people. ‘Smart’ is a 
detestable word, but it is the one by which they 
love best to describe themselves. Perhaps it 
would be fair to conclude that the form of 
their greeting has been subject . to both of 
these influences, for it is difficult to think of 
any other source from which they can have de- 


rived it. 

“It is hardly possible that the habit can 
have come to them from the bar loafer of the 
United States, though it is certainly the cus- 
tom among bar loafers, as Americans term 

to lift their elbows by way of greeting, 

but, the jesture with them is merely indicative 

ofahospitable wish to ‘stand’ each other 

and can hardly be dignified by the 
name of a salutation. 

“Wherever the habit was derived from it is 
not a pretty one, and by no means an im- 
provement upon the original custom. How 
ancient a custom is the shaking of hands no 
one can say. Mankind always employed some 
kind of aceremony of greeting. The oldest 
forms, those of kissing and the rubbing of 
noses, date from even prehistoric times. 
Authorities declare that uncivilized men b 
these means either tasted or sniffed at eac 
other in order to distinguish their friend from 
theirenemy. The custom of rubbing noses 
is Still racticed by the Polynesians 
and some of the Malays and Mongols; but it 
does not appear to have ever made its way m- 
to Europe. The kiss, or salute by taste, was 
and is still much more extensively sed; it is 
not unknown in England. 

“The giving and clasping of right hands had 
its origin most probably in a wish to show 
that the right hand was unarmed, and that no 
danger need be apprehended from its owner. 
In the same way, among certain African 
tribes, it is the custom on meeting, not only 
to disarm themselves, but also to unclothe the 
upper portion of the body, in order to show 
that there is no weapon concealed. There is 
evidence to show that the —— of hands 
was an ancient Hindoo usage in legal transac- 
tions, as it was also among the Romans in 
such matters as a marri contract. As a 
mode of salutation it certainly existed among 
— latter, for we have Horace's description of 
a bore:

can express them with the least trouble to our- 
selves. No one would wish to bring back the 
stately obeisances, the sweepi courtesies, 
and the hollow compliments of last century.

Some of Ahe Characters Created by the 
Kindly Cynic. 

He was a cynic, but he was a kindly cynic, 
and, like some of the spasmodic fountains in 
the desert, his milk of human kindness would 
come in jets, the more refreshing from their 
rarity. As, for example, when, apropos to 
good Dr. Goodenough, and, in grateful re- 
membrance of friendly services, he breaks out 
in heartfelt praise of the doctors, whom he has 
freely satirized elsewhere. That he excelled 
in the loving delineation of noble character he 
showed in Col. Newcome, whose very weak- 
nesses are the offspring of virtues, making us 
like him all the better. So with Dobbin, 
where growing affection for his subject evi- 
dently forced the satirist’s hand; for the un 
couth and painfully embarrassed schoolboy 
and subaltern goes forward gaining steadily 
in dignity. 

Thackeray’s scamps and his rogues have 
generally attractive qualities, are often treat- 

with extreme tenderness, and are encour- 
aged to avail themselves of opportunities for 
repentance. Rawdon Crawley, the dissipated 
heavy dragoon, is a hardened reprobate; it 
may be doubted if he plays on the square 
with cards or dice, and he shoots Capt. Marker 
with as little remore as a cock pheasant. His 
marriage with worst of wives does much 
to change him for the better, and unselfish 
affection for his boy does 4 great deal more. 
We sympathize when he is arranging to be 
“aa on Lord Steyne; we are touched 
by the tears in his — when he is talking to 
his kindly sister-in-law; and we feel some- 
thing approaching to respect for the old roué 
when he sails away to honorable exile in Cov- 
entry Islaud. Honest Costigan—Thacke- 
ray, who was much addicted to mannerism, 
was fond of calling his most questionable 


characters honest—is an unmitigated and dis- 
reputable old skamp. 
far as debts, duns, and pecuniary base- 


ness go, he is a vulgarized Rawdon Crawley. 
Perhaps Costigan could not have helped get- 
ting drunk, but he need not have dishonored 
his gray hairs by singing scandalous songs at 
the Kitchen toward the small hours. His 
conduct is about as contemptible as 
conduct need be, yet the touch of gen- 
ius somehow insinuates relief, and we 


have all a kindness for the drunken 
Captam. Thackeray had more sympathy with

There is no better comedy in the novelsthan 
the earlier career of the Collector Boggley 
Wallah; the gushing youth in his gay gar-

John Kernell’s Latest Anecdote, 


AN INSIDIOUS TEMPTER LURKING IN 
THE CUP THAT CHEERS, 


A Berlin Physician Finds That Coffee Drunk- 
ards Are Incurable—Deliriuam Tremens 
the Fate of the Victim—Last Stages of 
the Disense—Some of the Effects of the 
Bean on Nervous People—Tea, Likewise, 
a Bad Thing to Fool With. 


London Standard: Dr. Mendel of Berlin 
has come to the conclusion that the cup of 
coffee which so many have supposed tobe the 
cup of cheer, is a cup that inebriates. So far 
from believing that two pence off the pound 
of tea or coffee will reduce the ‘drink 
bill,’ the researches of this eminent physiolo- 
gist go far to prove that by permitting the 
poorer classes to buy more of these stimu- 
lants, the cheapness will conduce to the spread 
of what he has described as ‘ coffee inebriety,’ 
a form of intoxication which very frequently 
leads to the more alarming, but not actually 
more dangerous, form produced by alcohol. 

“The studies upon which he founds these 
conclusions were made in all parts of Ger- 
many, but more particularly upon women of 
the working population in and about the great 
gun factories of Essen. Here wages are high 
and employment constant, so that the 
mechanics’ wives have no difficulty in buying 
as much of their favorite stimulant as they 
desire. This takes the shape of coffee. The 
quantities many of them consume are enor- 
mous. Large numbers of women use on an 
average one pound per week, and some of the 
men drink considerably more, besides sup- 
plementing it at odd times with beer and 
wine. The results is a widespread form of 
neurosis, to which Dr. Mendel has ventured 
to apply the name of ‘inebriety.’ It js a true 
form of it, approaching in both kind and de- 
gree to delirium tremens, for the whole ner- 
ous system is deranged, if not utterly ruined. 
To the gayety produced by indulgence a pro- 
found depression of spirits succeeds, coupled 
with frequent headaches and a sleeplessness 
which in time assumes the character of an 
almost incurable insomnia, a distressing 
complaint in itself, and naturally the advance 
guard of a host of other evils. 

For a brief space it is relieved by another 
strong dose of coffee. But as soon as the ef- 
fects of this die away the symptoms return 
with increased vehemence. The muscles be- 
come weak and trembling, and the hands shake 
when at rest, in a manner resembling the semi- 
paralysis of a confirmed drunkard whose ner- 
vous system has been shattered to its center. 
An increasing aversion to labor andany steady 
work is noticed. The g action becomes 
rapid and irregular, and palpitation, with a 
heavy feeling in the precordial region makes 
its appearance. Last of all comes dyspepsia 
of the most persistent character and of an ex- 
extreme nervous type, rendering the life of the 
coffee tippler a burden to himself and to all 
around him. In many cases acute rosacea is 
common, showing that the skin and the entire 
system of which it forms 80 * a part 
have been poisoned; and as in the case of al- 
coholism are incapable of performing the 
functions proper to them. 

A Confirmed Coffee Drunkard Never Cured. 

In the course of his studies Dr. Mendel 
found very few instancesin which the con- 
firmed coffee drunkard was ever cured. The 
symptoms constantly ow worse, and are 
only to be relieved by large quantities of the 
beverage, the abuse of which has caused thein. 
In this way the victims go from bad to worse, 
for, though well aware ofthe mischief being 
wrought, they suffer so severely that they are 
afraid to abandon the habit lest death should 
end the agony they experience. After beginnin 
with the agreeable infusion of the roas 
berries they are driven, in their search for 
something more powerful, to swallow the 
tincture. which, though it operates for a time 
in the direction desired, soon loses its efficacy, 
and has to be swallowed in greater and greater 
quantities, the evil influence of the coffee be- 
ing, of course, heightened by the alcohol used 
to extract its essential ingredients. When 
brandy is taken, only temporary relief fol- 
lows, though not infrequently the intoxication 
produced by the latteris eagerly welcomed 
in order to deaden the anguish caused by the 
the inordinate indulgence in the former. 

“The last stage of this peculiar disease 
shows itself in the sallow face and chilly hands 
and feet of the victims, coupled with an ex 
pression of dread and agony which settles over 
the countenance—a form of melancholia, al- 
ternated by hysteria, only to be tem porarily re- 
lieved by repeated application to the coffee-pot 
or to a strong tincture formed by steeping the 
crushed berries in spirits of wine. Meantime, 
the diseased state of the body is demonstrated 
by the acute inflammation which is apt 
to supervene at any moment. A bruise, a cut, 
a prick, or a sting, which in a healthy person 
would be scarcely noticed, is the starting point 
for inflamation of an erysipelatous character, 
so that it seldom happens that the coffee ine- 
briate is long-lived, 

** Coffee drunkards are more common among 
people of a nervous temperament than in the 
ranks of the stolid, phlegmatie folks, not 
easily moved by any stimulus, or who, like 
many Germans, prefer eating to drinking. 
But it is affirmed by Dr. Mendel—and his 
views are largely supported by the medical 
profession in Gertfnmany—that the trouble is 
much more widely spread than has hitherto 
been suspected, mainly because the effects of 
excessive doses of coffee are obscure and little 
known except to the few who have made this 
form of overstimulation a special study. In 
short, the conclusion. the German physician 
draws from his observations is that this 
disease is on the increase, and that many of 
the most hopeless victims of opium and alco- 
holic cravings date their downfall to the ex- 
cessive use of coffee or tea, the one drug be- 
— taken when the other lost its effect, or to 
relieve the discomfort caused by its abuse. 

Some of the Effects of Coffee and Tea. 
These facts, disagreeable though they are 
for the philanthropic 2 are li no 
means a revelation. The effect of both coffee 
and tea is to exers a remarkable influence on 
the activity ofgthe brain—to exalt, so to speak, 
the nervous life, thoughin a different way 
from the exaltation produced by opium or ar- 
dent spirits, since they act as antidotes to the 
narcotic influence of the one. and relieve the 
intoxication produced by the other. It is, 
however, a mistake to suppose that the active 
principle of coffee and tea diminishes the 
amount of bodily waste, or is on that account 
indirectly nutritious. The increased action of 
the heart, the trembling, the headache, and 
the peculiar delirium caused by extreme in- 
dulgence in coffee have long been noticed, 
though, owing to the circumstances indicated 
by Dr. Mendel, it is only recently that they 
have been admitted to be at all common. In 
this country we do not oftén see them. Coffee is 
not with us a beverage in great demand, and 
tea, in spite of the dyspepsia which it causes 
when drank largely or when badly prepared, is 
not so deleterious or indulged in to the same 
extent as coffee is in -the countries where it is 
the natidnal 8 
At first the sleeplessness produced by 
coffee is not painful. The mental perception 
is very clear; there is no desire for sleep—that 
is all. Voltaire and Buffon both drank a good 
deal of coffee, and unquestionably whatever 
may be said of the writings of the one, several 
of the naturalist’s pages on man, on the dog, 
the tiger, the lion, and the horse, bear out 
Brillat-Savarin’s opinion that they were penned 
in a state of unusual cerebral excitement. 
It was no doubt too sweeping a conclusion 
of the celebrated French gastronome to aflirm 
that a person of good constitution can drink 
two bottles of wine a day throughout a long life- 
time while with the same indulgence in coffee 
he would become an idiot or die of consump- 
tion. ‘ In Leicester * London,“ we are 
told by the author of the ‘Physiologie du 
Gout,’ I have seen a man whom the im- 
moderate use of coffee had reduced to the 
state of a helpless cripple. He no longer suf- 
fered any pain, but had become accustomed 
to the state, and limited himself to five or six 
glasses a day.’ : 

„Then Brillat-Savarin describes how, to 
prepare himself for a severe task, he drank 
more coffee than usual and not requir- 
ing to perform the work he had antic- 
ipated, paid for his temerity by not shutting 
his eyes for forty hours, his brain all’ the 
time acting ‘like a mill with the —— in 
motion and nothing to grind.’

GERMS IN A BABY’S JAW. 


How the Fifty-two Teeth Come Ont Into 
the Daylight. 

The development of teeth germs, ffom in- 

fancy to mature life, is one of the most inter- 
esting phases of human growth. Pass the 
finger along the tiny jaw of the newcomer. 
Not only is there nothing which presages 
future teeth, says an exchange, but the 
jaws themselves seem too delicate and 
frail to become the sockets for such hard 
working portions of the anatomy. Yet there 
are fifty-two tooth germs hidden there, wait- 
ing their time, though not all of them could 
be detected by the most skillful dissection. 
Twenty of these are for the temporary teeth, 
with which, in due time, the child will begin 
to gnaw or chew his way through life; the 
others include the permanent set and the 
molars, none of which begin to make their 
presence known till the child is about 6 
years old, and the wisdom ”’ teeth do not 
usually appear till about 18. 
The little pulp-germ grows and develops 
till it approximates the shape of the tooth it 
is to become; then it begins to calcify, form- 
ing the dentine part of the crown, while the 
enamel is deposited by an independent 
rocess, The surface of the crown attains its 
ull size before the process of elongation com- 
mences. Then gradually it pushes its way 
outward through the gum, absorbing the tis- 
sue asit advances till the pure white enamel 
peeps out, to the mother’s great delight. The 
first sight of the incisors usually appears at 
about the age of five months, and the tem- 
porary set of twenty is completed at about 
three years of age, but there is no uniformity 
or certainty in regard to the or 
which of the four central incisors will first 
appear. The process of teething is almost 
invariably one of disturbance to the health 
of the child; he is liable to fret and worry, 
especially if the outer membrane or skin of 
the gum proves tenacious and does not readily 
absorb. In this case it should be lanced—an 
operation which is humane, in that it relieves 
the discomfort of the child, and is entirely Harm- 
less, as there is seldom any hemorrhage worth 
the name, and if there should be a slight flow 
of blood it readily yields to simple treatment.

ON THE ORIGIN OF ALPHABETS. 


Thoughts Suggested by a Man Who Has 
Read Much Manuscript. 

Those who are obliged to read the hand- 
writing of a number of correspondents are 
aware how large a proportion of educated 
men write more or less illegibly, and that, ex- 
cept in cases of imperfect sight or of an un- 
steady hand, this want of clearness is mainly 
due to hurry. The writer sketches the gen- 
eral effect of a word so as to give himself the 
least trouble in conveying its meaning, and 
omits all strokes, dots, and stops which he 
thinks not to be absolutely required. Nor is 
this only to be observed in civilized Europe, 
for the handwriting of Orientals who use the 
varieties of the Arabic alphabet is equally 
rendered illegible by the same causes, 

It is in the recognition of this desire to save

DE MAUPASSANT ON STYLE. 


The Gifted French Novelist Tells How Ar- 
tistio Literature Is Produced. 

Guy de Maupassant, who is recognized in 
France as the literary godchild and heir of 
Gustave Flaubert, prefaces one of his novels 
with an essay on The Novel,“ and in the 
course of his essay makes some reflections on 
style which are well worth considering. 

He says: Whatever the thing we wish to 
say there is but one word to express it, but 
one verb to give it movement, but one adjec- 
tive to qualify it. We must seek till we find 
this noun, this verb, and this adjective, and 
never be content with getting very near it, 
never allow ourselves to play tricks, even 
happy ones, or have recourse to slights of 

to avoid a difficulty. The subtlest 
things may be rendered and suggested by ap- 
plying the hint conveyed in Boileau’s line, 

o taught the power of a word put in the 
right place.’ : 

‘There is no need for an eccentric vocabu- 
lary to formulate every shade of thought—the 
2 multifarious, and outlandish 
words which are put upon us nowadays in the 
name of artistic writing; but every modifica- 
tion of the value of a word by the place it fills 
must be distinguished with extreme clearness. 
Give us fewer nouns, verbs, and adjectives, 
with almost inscrutable shades of meaning, 
and let us have a greater variety of phrases, 
more variously constructed, ingeniously di- 
vided, tull of sonority and skilifu rhythm. Let 
us strive to be admirable in style, rather than 
curious in collecting rare words.“ 

There could be no better or sounder auvice 
to those who have chosen literature as a pro- 
fession, whether their work be writing novels 
or preparing a treatise on the high mathemat- 
ics. A writer who adopts obsolescent words 
and archaic forms is like the juggler who 
diverts the attention of his audience from his 
real purpose by maki humorous or com- 
plimentary 2 or by doing some sim- 
ple trick which bears no relation to the 
real features of his performance. It is not 
a difficult matter to impose upon most peo 
ple by a show of learning. A dictionary 
and a little industry will enable a writer 
of averagé intelligence to collect a store of 
what Maupassant well denominates com- 
plicated, multifarious, and outlandish w a 
and whether he uses with skill or not 
general public is_ equally impressed with the 
elegance of his style and prodigiousness of 
his erudition. 

Maupassant himself practices what he 
preaches. Whatever may be thought of the 
morality of his stories or of his choice of 
themes, there can be but one opinion as tc 
his use of the French langu He 
has not reconstructed it, as Theophile Gautier 
did in a great measure, but he has selected 
his words and made them into phrases with 
an unerring eye for effect and a pure artistic 
taste. He himself says of the French lan- 
guage: It is a pure stream, which affected 
writers never have and never can trouble. 
Each age has flung into the hmpid waters 
its pretentious archaisms and euphuisms, but 
nothing has remained on the surface to per- 

tuate these futile eg and impotent ef- 
orts. It is the nature of the language to be 
clear, logical, and vigorous.” _
